— Rescuers 
toiled today, 


thru thousands of tons of 
half frozen muck, searching 
for victims of the Christmas 
eve tragedy that fell on this 
little community, v/ith the 
breaking of the dam at 
Matheson alkali -works, and 
snuffing1 out a dozen or more 
lives. 


In the emergency hospital 


here are nine bodies, recov- 
ered from the indescribable 
mass, and it is feared that 
the death list may run to 
twenty. 


The dani stood high above the 


little valley. in which nestled a 
do?<»n homes. 
It consisted prin- 


cipally of refuse hardened, by the 
passage of ticie. and no one ap- 
parently cad ever figured on its 
letting go. Behind this dam was . 
a great accumulated mass of re- 
fuse. lime waste from the work?. 
made heavier and soggier by re- 
cent rains. The rain, started the 
stuff to "working" and the restless 
mass finally shoved thru the dam 
and down into the valley, covering 
everything with a sticky white lay- ' 
er of muck.
